ee CONTEMPT CASE. 


Passes Jail Sentence Upon Three 
Men Who Violated Mears- — 
Slayton Writ. 


The laboring classes find absolute equality 
in the courts and when workingmen violate 
writs of injunction they strike a blow at the 
guarantee of their liberties, according to 
Judge George A. Carpenter, who yesterday 
gave his decision in the ‘‘Mears-Slayton” con- 
tempt case, The court ordered thet John J. 
Brittain, secretary of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor; George H. Lakey and Charles G. 
Grassel, business agents, be committed to 
jail for thirty days each for violation of an 
injunction issued on petition of the Mears- 
Slayton Lumber company. 


Found Guilty of Contempt. 

The defendants, who are associated with 
the District Council of the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America, were found to have interfered 
with the business of the complainant. 

“From the evidence,” Judge Carpenter 
said, “I find that the three defendants 
deliberately arranged to violate the injunc- 
tion, using one of their number, Brittain, 
to do the violating openly, the other two 
staying out in the automobile and leaving it 
to Brittain to call the strikes, because he, 
not being mentioned by name, was presumed 
to be not covered by it.

Freight Men’s Ultimatum Lost. 


A labor ultimatum has been lost and upon 
its finding may hinge a walkout of 2.000 
members of the Freight Handlers’ union to- 
morrow. The union officials insist the ulti- 
matum Was framed at a massmeeting of 
union members in the International theater | 
Monday night. They say it gave notice tothe 
railroads entering Chicago that a strike 
would be called at the expiration of forty- 
eight hours, unless the roads agreed to sign 
a year’s Wage agreement. 

The general managers of the railroads as- 
serted during the day that théy had re- 
ceived no notice of the ultimatum and that 
they could take no action until they knew 
“ what it was all about.“ 

We have received no notice or ultimatum 
that the freight handlers would strike unless 
their demands are acceded to,” said Frank E. 
Wade, general manager of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy. It they issued an ulti- 
matum, it ikely would go to H. Deming, sec- 


eretary of the General Managers’ association, 
‘but he has not received it.” 


Slason Thompson, head of the railway news 
bureau, had heard of the tfouble but not or 
any particular ultimatum. 

There is nothing pending in railway cir- 
cles, so far as I know, to justify heated talk of 
a strike among freight handlers,’ he said. 
“ Uniess there is a reVival of traffic activity, 
the railroads may face a situation present- 
ing the alternative of receiverships or wage 
reductions. Many railroad managers, how- 
ever, expect such a revival that will dispose 
of al danger of a wage reduction.“

The trade unions are now seeking for the 
workingman a still more complete protection 
from sickness and avoidable accidents on 
railroads, in factories, mines, and work- 
shops, while for women and children im- 
munity is demanded from exhausting and 
degrading toil. 


Must Elevate Moral Standard. 


„Trade unions must do everything in their 
power to elevate the moral standard of their 
adherents, to inculcate into them a love ot 
fair play, to compel them to respect their 
own word and the interests of workmen and 
employers alike, and to increase their intelli- 
gence while encouraging to spend their leis- 
ure in & sensible and permanently beneficial 
manner. 

** Unions grow in experience and knowledge 
as they grow in years and numbers. With 
strength has come moderation; they have 
made their mistakes and they are still mak-.

At more than one 
time. during the day hope practically was 
abandoned, and in the late afternoon the 
gradual ebbing of the patient's strength 
gave rise to fears that the life spark might 
go out with the early evening hours. 

As the cool of the evening came on, how- 
er, the patient seemed refreshed and the 
reports from the sick room t66k on à more 
favorable aspect. 

Many Express Their Concern. 

All day today telegrams of inquiry as to the 

bishop's condition and expressions of hope 


for his recovery came in a constant stream 


from all, over the country, while numerous 
cable mi@ssages of similar purport were re- 
ceived from various parts of the world. 

Bishop Potter's health has for a long time 
been far from good, but it was not until early 
in the spring that his condition began to 
cause anxiety. When on Easter Sunday he 
was unable to take part in church services, it 
was announced that he was suffering from 
acute indigestion. Later it became known 
that he was experiencing an attack of stom- 
ach trouble. and liver trouble, and early in 
May it developed that he was too ill to think 
of attending the pan-American congress in 
London. 

Affected by Friend’s Death. 

The bishop was much affected, too, it was 
said, by the death, ot Dr. Morgan Dix of 
Trinity “parish April 30, this serving to 
aggravate his iliness. He made a sufficient 
recovery, however, to allow of his removal 
here June 10, 

During the last few days, however, -the

Rich Celestials Back Proposition 
to Establish Institution. 


TO EMPLOY BEST DOCTORS. 


American Nurses Also Are to Care for 
the Oriental Patients. 


A Chinese hospital, equipped with all mod- 
ern appliances and with a staff of nurses 
and physicians to rank with those in the 
first institutions in the country is planned 
by the célestial merchants of Clark street. 

Seores of almond eyed citizene have sub- 
scribed, and it is believed that the renting of 
a building is but a question of a few weeks at 
the most. The hospital probably will be in 
the heart of Chinatown. 

Altheugh there has been talk of buying a 
building for some time it is said one of the 
old structures in Custom House court will 
be made use of for a year or two at least. 
Should the plans not fall through Chinamen 
say it will be the first. hospital. t | be mai+- 
tained by men from the flowery in 
any part of the civilized world. 

The matter was brought to a head last 
evening a few hours after Dong Chew, a mer- 
chant at 821 Clark street, was taken to the 
county hospital suffering from a lingering 
illness. Dong Chew, one of the best known 
Chinamen in that part of the city, is said 
to be a victim of starvation, but his country- 
men assert that he was neglected because of 
the fact that it was not known that he was 
lying in in bed. He was too ill to eat, they 


say. : 
Many Contribute to Fund. 

We have been thinking of buying a hos- 
pital for Chinamen for some time,” said 
Louis Sing, 848 Clark street. “It is high 
time for something to be done, fer one by 
one our countrymen are dropping out and 


| ail we can do is to send them back home 


to be buried in the land of their forefathers. 

Hundreds of dollars have been sub- 
scribed, and I know the scheme cannot fail 
if we take the right way to go about buying 
the property. There are thousands of 
Chinamen here who would be only too glad 
to pay a monthly sum towards such a propo- 
sition, for, Mke our.American brothers, we 
often need the attention of a physician. 
Should the hospital be realized I believe 
we could have a good American doctor to 
work in conjunction with one of the men 
from China. Of course, it would be pretty 
nearly imperative that we employ Ameri- 
can nurses. If necessary, though, we could 
engage Chinese women who are educated. 

“TI believe it is only the, question of a few 
weeks before we will have a hospital that 
will rank with some of the ones erected by 
other foreigners in the city.. The China- 
man is not as stingy as he is represented 
as being. In cases of sickness he has a 
heart just as big as any one. 


Backed by Wealthy Chinamen. 

“T feel that my countrymen will soon have 
a place-thet they can go to when they are 
ill and where he will get just as good treat- 
ment as at the county hospital. The scheme 
is backed by some of the most influential 
celestials in the city.“ 

It is thought the hospital will be located 
in Custom House court, although steps have 
been taken to rent property farther east. 
Several buildings have been visited with a 


| view to renting, but so far nothing definite 


has been done. Several merchants were 
Yloseted with Louis Sing for hours in the 
evening, and it was decided that further 
search for a site would be made before the 
end of the week. 

„It will be one of the best things I know 
of for the men from the flowery kingdom,” 
said Inspector Wheeler of the Harrison 
street police station, tor he is an unusually 
hard customer to handle when he knows 
that the county hospital is awaiting him.

HEARST LOSES LONG FIGHT; 
~ MCLELLAN’S TITLE AFFIRMED. 


Justice Lambert in Supreme Court Or- 
ders Verdict That Mayor Was Duly 
Elected in 1905. 


New York, June 30.—Mayor George B. Me- 
Clelian’s title to the office of mayor of New 
York City was made clear by the decision of 
Justice Lambert in the Supreme court today 
when he ordered a jury to render 4 verdict 
tomy McClellan was duly elected mayor in 

W. R. Hearst has been contesting the 
mayor's right to the office practically ever 
since the election, and as a result of his 
charges of fraud in the original count of bal- 
tote the legislature passed a law enabling 
a recount. Attorney General W. S. Jackson 
then instituted quo e ge proceedings on 


| 


behalf of the people, in which both Mr. 
Hearst and Mayor McClellan were named as 
éefendants. — 


The recount left Mayor McClellan with a 
plurality of 2,065, whereupon Clarence J. 
Shearn, representing Mr. Jackson, alleged 
that the ballot boxes had been stuffed, and 
requested the court to throw out the entire 
vote of 112 election districts. The justice 
declared that the original count was quite 
as complete as the one made in court, and 


that the evidence showed no fraud so far 


as the election inspectors were concerned. 
He said if legal voters could be diafranchised 
ao readily as had been attempted in this 
case, this form of government would not 
endure long. If the jury were to return « 
verdict against Mayor McClellan; Justice 
Lambert said, he would not allow it to stand, 
and he ordered a verdict in favor of the 
mayor, which was rendered. The jurors were 
allowed $510 each, having sat Gfty-one days.

From Prison to Reformatory at 18. 

Columbus, O., June 30.—After six years in 
the Ohio penitentiary Danny Rosenbecker, 
the youngest prisoner ever in the peniten- 
tiary, will be transferred to the Mansfield 
reformatory tomorrow. Rosenbecker was 
put in the penitentiary at the age of 12 to 
serve twenty years for manslaughter. His 
crime in 1902 startled the country. He mur- 
dered a younger companion with a knife and 
hid his victim in a brush pile. Since his im- 
prisonment Rosenbecker has grown six feet 
tall, but his mind has not grown with his 
body.

SPEND $780,000 ON SCHOOLS 


Each of City’s 200 Buildings to 
Be Put in Perfect Order: 


EMPLOYMENT FOR 8,000 MEN 


Painting Contracts Greater than Any 
Ever Let by;a Municipality. . 


Taking advantage of the fact that it has 
money ‘which Chicago citizens need badly, 


and for which they are willing to do a tre- 


mendous amount of work, the board will give 
its schools such a gotng over as they never 
had before. 

The painting contracts will be greater than 
any similar contracts ever let at one time by 
any municipality, corporation, or institution. 
Forty schools will de improved with gravel 
roofs, and the roofs of all the other schools 
will be wo Gory Manual training and do- 
mestic sciénce apparatus will be installed in 
many schools, both high and elementary. 
Fire escapes will be repaired and canstructed, 
blackboards will be resurfaced, gutters re- 
paired, new furnaces installed, and the 
plumbing and ganitation of many schools 
brought strictly up to date. 


Painting to Cost $200,000. 

The painting contracts call for calcimining, 
varnishing, whitewashing, and painting the 
schools. The painting will include fences, 
etc., and will be both inside and out. The 
varnishing will include the pupils’ seats, the 
teachers’ desks, and all other Furniture. 
More than $200,000 will be spent on this part 
of the work and 5,000 painters will be em- 
ployed. 

„About $100,000 will be spent in the installa- 
tion of manual training and domestic sci- 
ence apparatus in eight high and fifty ele- 
mentary schools. The work of putting this 
jn place will be done largely by the 200 car- 
penters and other artisans in the regular 
employ of the board. But the furnishing of 
the equipment will give employment to a 
large number of Chicagoans. 

The same is true of the plumbing, teilet 
equipment, boilers, and heating appliances, 
which will be installed at am expense of $250, - 
000. A few hundred workmen will perform 
the actual work in the schools, but hun- 
dreds of others with their families will be 
benefited indirectly.. This work wifi be done 
in accordance with directions of the health 
and smoke departments. The sanitation of 
many schools is bad, but by fall every one 
will be equipped with the cleanest, most 


wholesome, and modern plumbing and toilet 


appliances. 
Will Reduce Fire Danger. 

The heating plants will be put in first 
class. condition and by the installation of 
new boilers furnaces danger from fire 
or explosion will be minimized. The smoke 
department will supervise the work and the 
latest ideas in smoke prevention will be jn- 
troduced. 

If, in spite of the new boilers and furnaces, 
fire should make headway in any of the 
schools the pupils will have every facility for 
escape, for $200,000 is to be spent in building 
and rebuilding fire escapes, fire ddors, and 
stairways. 

All this work will be under the supervision 
of Dwight H. Perkins, architect for the 
school board.

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' NEVER MIND THE WARD. 

A vacant place on the board of local 
improvements has to be filled by Mayor 
Busse. The owners of Chicago real estate 
look to him to pick out the best possible 
man. They do not care what ward or 
division be comes from. All they ask 
is that he be a man who will deal honest- 
ly and intelligently by them and by the 
city when their property has to be as- 
sessed for pavements, sewers, and other 
public purposes. They would not care if 
all the members of the board lived in 
the same block if. they were the right 
kind of men. 

The law does not recuire the mayor to 
fill the vacancy on the board of local im- 
provements with somebody who happens 
to live in a particular ward. He is at 
liberty to hunt the city over im search of 
the best man. One of the republican fac- 
tions in the Second ward denies the 
mayor that liberty which the law gives 
him. It says the Second ward must have 
the place and insists on the appointment 
of a third rate politician who happens 
to live In the ward. That is his ouly 
qualification. 

A ward is entitled to two aldermen. 
Those axe all the offices the law gives it. 
The assertion that it is entitled to a mem- 
ber of the board of local improvements. 
a Municipal court judge, or any elective 
or appointive position is sheer nonsense, 
It is the invention of ward bosses 
anxious to secure offices for themselves 
and their friends. The demand for the 
ward allotment of offices in which thé 
whole city is interested has sec 
places for a great many inferior men. 

Mayor Busse is strong enough to treat 
with contempt the demand made on be- 
half of the Second ward. The people 
elected him with the expectation that he 
would appoint subordinates with an eye, 
to fitness rather than locality, and he has 
met their expectations thus far. There 
would be general surprise and regret if 
he were to reverse his course and bestow 
one of the most important offices in his 
gift on an unfit man merely because he 
hails from the Second ward and has the 
backing of the boss of one of the repub- 
lican factions of that ward. No eity can 
ibe well governed where such considera- 
tions influence appointments.

ters, a8 well as her arrogance and her pre- 
posterous assumption of authority. 

For Mra. Asquith leaves nobody in igno- 
rance of the fact that, in her opinion, if Her- 
bert has attained the proud position of prime 
minister of the British enipire it is wholly 
due to her influence, her cleverness, and her 
maneuvers; whereas, if the truth were 
known, Asquith may be said to have found 
in his wife an obstacle to his preferment and 
8 reached the premiership in spite of 


„ 


Tt is dificult to recall any precedent for 
this situation in modern lite in England. 
For the wives of British premiers havemost- 
ly been women who managed to make friends 
for their husbands, both at court and in the 
political world. Mrs. Gladstone, Lady Palm- 
erston, Lady Salisbury, Lady Russell, Lady 
Campbell-Bannerman were all most useful 
allies of their respective husbands; while 
even poor Lady Beaconsfield, whose foolish 
sayings were a source of so much good na- 
tured ridicule, was the most kindly of women, 
universally recognized and liked as such, and 
enabled by means of her wealth to extricate 
Disraeli from his financial difficulties, to thus 
promote his political career and place him 
above any anxiety regarding money matters 
for the remainder of his days. 

Dodo, in one word, seem destined to 
bring the present cabinet to grief. Let me 
add that she enjoys the personal acquaint- 
ance of the czar, whom she met and saw 
much of at Copenhagen, when she visited 
Denmark with the yachting party organized 
by Sir Donald Currie, on board one of his 
Castle line steamers, for the benefit of Mr. 
and Mrs. Gladstone, the poet Tennyson be- 
ing @ member at the party. She alsé knows 
the emperor of Germany, In his case she 
dispensed with the formality of à presenta- 
tion. For having made @ wager on the oc- 
easion of his first visit to England after his 
ascension to the throne that she would force 
him to speak to her, she managed to carom 
into him while riding in Rotten rom The 
emperor was so much pleased with the ac- 
quaintance thus formed that he accompanied 
her during the remainder of her ride, This 
was, of course, before her marriage.

Sir Ernest Satow, representative of Eng- 
land at the last peace conference at The 
Hague, and long minister plenipotentiary at 
Tokio and at Pekin, has been lecturing at 
the University of Cambridge on diplomacy, 
and devoted much of his discourse to the 
career of Count Alexander Hubner, who Was 
Austrian ambassador from 1849 to 1859 in 
Paris, and who after his retirement wrote an 
interesting book @bout his travels in the 
United States. But I notice that Sir Ernest, 
who is totally devoid of humor, neglected to 
mention some of the most entertaining fea- 
tures of thé count’s history. id 

Thus Count Hubner’s name was originally 
Hafenbroedel. He was the son of a village 
cobbler, and he owed his admission to the 
diplomatic service and his subsequent rise 
in its ranks to a peculiar kind of a poodle 
dog. The third of the wives of the great 
Prince Metternich, the Austrian changellor 
of the Napoleonic era and of the first five 
decades of the nineteenth century, was 
passionately fond of poodles. The Mops 
of the princess died, and inasmuch as the 
particular breed was believed to have become 
extinct, she was quite incomsolable. By some 
means or other which—perhaps fortunately— 
remain clouded in obscurity, young Hafen- 
broedel, who had just started on his career 
as a peddling tinker, was able to secure for 
the princess another Mops,“ exactly re- 
sembling the one she had lost. 

Her joy was intense, and she testified her 
gratitude to the young tinker by not only 
paying him handsomely but also by finding 
him a place as messenger in the office of her 
husband. The latter eventually discovered 
in the ex-tinker the qualities of a perfect 
private secretary, conceived almost an 
affection for him, caused him to abandon the 
ridiculous paternal name of Haferbroedel 
for that of Hubner, and eventually gave him 
a good berth in the diplomatic service. 
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After Louis Bonaparte had made himself 
emperor of the French as Napoleon III. 
Prince Schwartzenberg, who had succeeded 
Metternich as chancellor, was much embar- 
rassed as to whom to send as Austrian repre- 
sentative to,Paris. Young Emperor Francis 
Joseph was at the time following in the wake 
of Czar Nicholas, who refused to address the 
self-made French sovereign as Monsieur 
mon Frere,” or to recognize him in any way 
as a brother monarch. Finally Francis 
Joseph and Schwartzenberg pitched upon 
Hubner as a suitable representative, with 
the idea that while his rare abilities and his 
diplomatic skill and tact would be of great 
value in so difficult a post, his lack of line- 
age and of birth would emphasize the deter- 
mination of the house of Hapsburg to dis- 
criminate against @ monarch who had ob- 
tained his throne by such questionable means 
as those employed by Napoleon III. 

The French government protested against 
the nomination of Hubner, declaring that it 
would prefer a Hohenlohe, an Esterhazy, or 
some other great Austrian magnate, to the 
ci-devant Hafenbroedel and ex-tinker. To 
this suggestion the Austrian foreign office re- 
plied, with characteristic impertinence, that 
to have sent a member of an ancient and - 
lustrious house to Paris as ambassador 
would not have constituted a sufficient rec- 
ognition of the crowned democracy estab- 
lished in France. 

Hubner managed to retain his place until 
1859, when Napoleon, on the occasion of the 
New Year's day reception of the great digni- 
taries of the realm and of the foreign ambas- 
sadors at the Tuileries, addressed to him 
those pointed, sharp, and unfriendly remarks 
which led to his recall, and precipitated the 
war which culminated in the battle of Sol- 
ferino and in the peace of Villafranca. So 
crushing was the defeat sustained by Aus- 
tria that Napoleon must have felt himself 
fully avenged for the affront placed upon him 
in connection with Count Hubner, whose 
place was taken on the restoration of peace

As we went on from Cannes a new feature | 


appeared in the sylviculture of the land- 
scape. There were many eucalyptus trees, 
some small as if newly planted, but others 
grown to a great height—a fact which does 
not argue age, however. This tree is not in- 
digenous to Provence, but was brought here, 
as to our southern California, as an experi- 
ment. It was needed on the one hand to offset 
the effects of the mistral which broke the 
smaller trees, and on the other both to re- 
pair the ravages wrought in pine forests by 
periodic fires, and to protect against this kind 
of devastation.

The peninsula of Monaco was naturally 
adapted for defense in the days before can- 
non. It is a steep, rugged rock rising 828 
feet above the Mediterranean, and joined to 
the mainiand by a narrow neck of land. It 
became the strong fortress of the Saracenic 
pirates who infested the waters of the Medi- 
terraneam Finally an adventurous son of 
the Grimaldi family of Genoa, which was 
even then one of the great traditional Italian 
sea „obtained authority to break up the 
pirats’ nest at Monaco and establish him- 
self there as a protector of the navigation 
of the Mediterranean. This task he suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing. The principality of 
Monaco was thus founded more than 900 
years ago, and is still in possession of the 
Grimaldi family, and ite descendants in the 
female Une. | 

In 1848 about one-half of the principality 
of Monaco revolted and annexed itself to 
France. This portion included the towns of 
Manton and Roquebrune and Cape St. Mar- 
tin. At this time Monaco was a dead town 
of humble fisherfolk. In 1869 Emperor Na- 
poleon III. aided King Victor Emmanuel! in 
driving the Austrians out of Lombar¢dy, and 
in return for his services the province of 
Nice was ceded by Italy to France. 

Up to this time the boundary of Italy had 
been the River Var, to the west of Nice. Thus 
the rebellious villages of the prince of Mo- 
naco, though they had nominally annexed 
themselves to France, were separated from 
France by a section of Italy; this was now 
recognized as a part of France by the great 
powers, and Monaco was left a strip of land 
two miles long with a width varying from 
one-half a mile to 164 yards. 

Through the Meath of one of the princes of 
Monaco, leaving no near relatives, the crown 
passed to a distant cousin, who was discov- 
ered working as a waiter in a Paris res- 
taurant totally unconscious of his position. 
It was his son—or grandson—who sold to the 
company organized for the purpose the con- 
edssion for the great gambling house at 
Monaco, which is nominally a clubhouse, 
the Casino des Ftrangers, or Foreigners’ 
chub. .

The games are conducted on a perfectly 
square basis. The odds are about 3 per cent 
in favor of the bank; that fs, in the long run, 
with unlimited capital on both sides, the 
players would lose 3 per cent. on an aver- 
age, of their stakes. But, as capital ig un- 
limited on the side of the bank only, many 
players become penniless before they have 
played long enough for the doctrine of aver- 
ages to get in its work. 

The bank takes care of those who have lost 
all their money. if it is 4 considerable sum, 
and either buys them tickets home on con- 
dition of their never returning, or paye their 
burial expenses in 8 2 cemetery. 

The inhabitants of Monaco, subjects of the 
prince, pay no taxes. The profits from the 
gambling establishment not only pay for 
lighting, water, paving, police, and other 
municipal es dut also the expenses of 
the churches.

Remedying Outstanding Ears. 

Most people whose ears stand out from the 
head, reminding every one of miniature 
sails, are extremely sensitive about this de- 
fect.

Homemade Ice Box. 
Secure from store two wooden boxes with 
lids, one measuring three feet long, twenty 


inches wide, and twenty inches deep; the 
smaller one measuring two feet eight inches 
long, sixteen inches wide, and sixteen inches 
deep. Fasten the lide on each box with 
hinges. Place three bricks flat in the bottom 
of the larger box, one in the center and one, 
at each end. 

Fill the bottom of the box with sawdust 
level to the top ot the bricks. Set smaller box 
inside larger one. Fill the space between 
the boxes with sawdust packed tight until 
nearly even with top of smaller box. Place 
inside of smaller box, at one end, a baking 
pan measuring twelve by fourteen inches, 
in which to set the ice. 

Bore a hole one inch in diameter through 
bottoms of pan and boxes and insert a piece 
of lead pipe or rubber garden hose to drain 
off the water. Set the icebox on four bricks 
to raise it fronrthe floor and put a pan under- 
neath for water to drain into.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET 


CHICAGO, June 30.—Hog values continued their 
upward trend unint pted, new appreciations of 
10% being paid for all choice offerings, while the 
lighter grades advanced Sc in value. An excep- 
tionally good shipping demand took care of all 
the good hogs on the market and was the chief 
stimulus to the trade. Packers were not inclined 
to follow the advance and confined their opera- 
tions to the mixed swine, while the outsiders 
bought the butcher grades. The average price for 
the day stood at $641, against §6.°6 Monday, and 
$6.05 a week ago. The cattle market was the 
biggest disappointment of the season. Traders 
called prices generally steady, but thie was due 
to the fact that sellers refused to accept lower 
values, and preferred carrying stock over till 
Wednesday. Supplies consisted of mediocre stock. 
Including liberal consignments from Téxas, and 
packers stood out for lower prices, which sellers 
refuse? to accept, with the result that the trade 
was at 4 standstill for the greater part of the 
session. Calves were in liberal supply and sold 
at weak prices, $6.26 taking the best en the mar- 
ket. Improved quality had a tonicky. effect on 
the sheep and lamb trade. and a fair rally was 
effected, most of the spring lambs clearing at 15@ 
We higher prices, while other aged offerings held 
generally steady. Top lambs touched $6.75, 
against $6.50 Monday. 


CATTLE. 


Buyers who were Interested in the run of 2.500 
were few and of the class which generally prefer 
cheap cattle, rather than the prime strongweight 
beeves, ugually found at the top figures. Ship- 
pers, exporters, and other high priced buyers were 
practically out of the market, a liberal run of 
cattle at western pointe leading them to believe 
that the midweek arrivals here will be large enough 


to enable them to get their, orders filled at lower 


.. Consequently, traders who had really 
chotce stock put them under lock at an early hour, 


ag buyers were bidding 280 lower than Monday's 


level for such stock. Other loads of good béeeves, 
which foutd a buyer, were called generally steady 
at the preceding day’s lowest Ogures, best grades 


their stock as soon as possible, and that the feed 
lots were pretty well depleted. 

Although most of the packers Hmited their op- 
erations to the mixed hogs and secured their 
droves at steady prices. one killer pald 10c more 
than on Monday for swine, taking numerous loads 
of prime stock. 

Prime strongweight butcher are getting 
scarce, and shippers who had such stock on the 
market generally succeeded in getting top figures 


‘for them. Light pigs and common, rough, heavy 


packing hogs were discriminated against and were 
slow sale, although prices for these were much 
lower than for the prime stock. 

Hoge left over from Monday’s market were offi- 
ally counted at 4.177, shippers’ purchases being 
cut down from 10,000 to 8.672, making the left 
over supplies mach | than had been expected. 

Traders estimated ednesday’s receipts of cat- 
tleatany where between 12,000 and 17,000, although 
the smaller number Was looked upon with more 
favor by a majority of the traders. Ina pool on 
Monday’s arrivals J. Brown and J, Rogers tied, 
the guesses being 21,950 and 21,620, respectively, 
while the official count stood at 21,785. 

Receipts of cattle at western points aggregated 
20,400 for.the day. against 17,100 the same day a 
week ago. This led many buyers to believe that 
a Mberal run would reach here on Wednesday, and 
they limited their purchases, anticipating that it 
would be an easy matter to force Values lower if 
arrivals were at all heavy. i 

Two train loads of Texas cattle were received. 
one load going to packers direct for slaughter, 
while the other was offered for sale, but met with 
a slow demand at weak prices. |
